parently, with. malice, published 
statements likely to affect the prestige 
and position of the Governor, which 
were false’ and unfounded; as: the. 
gravest charges which éan be brought | 
against a respectable newspaper, 
have ‘remained practically uncon- 
tradicted, actually unanswered.

the same, In the China Muil. of the 
same evening, the 19th instarit, on 
which our grave charge appeared, a 
still more scandalous attempt to 
injure the Governor, not only in the 


/eyes~of our own colonists, and of 


Britons in the Far East, but with 
his own countrymen at home, and 
in all parts of the world, by state- 
ments equally as false as the former 
ones, disgraced the pages of the China 
Hail. We reproduce our contemp- 
orary’s fulminations, and after quot-. 
ing our authorities, will- leave the 
Hongkong public to judge whether’ 
itis politic, decent, honest, honorable, 
or desirable that any public jouriial 
should be permitted unchallenged, 
and with impunity, to traduce the 
Governor of Hongkong, or any other 
person, in the manner which -has 
been done by the China Mail, The 
London. correspondent of the New 
York World, in dealing with recent 
Irish troubles telegraphed to his
